Crash recovery 
to proceed slowly 

10 to 13 bodies sighted in helicopter wreckage in ocean 


Victims of Thursday’s chopper crash

Recovery crews at the site 
of Thursday’s Cougar heli¬ 
copter crash off the coast 
of Newfoundland 
recovered one body 
yesterday from the wreck¬ 
age at the sea bottom. 

Mike Cunningham, lead 
investigator with the Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board 
(TSB), said in a news brief¬ 
ing yesterday afternoon 
that they were able to see 
about 10 to 13 bodies in the 
fuselage which is resting on 
its side about 178 metres 
below the surface. 

The one body that was 
brought to the surface is 
now on board the Atlantic 
Osprey, the ship from 
which the remote-operated 
vehicles (ROVs) are being 
sent down to the wreckage. 
Another body, that of 26- 
year-old Allison Maher of 
Mount Pearl, N.L., was

Of the 18 people 
on board, only one sur¬ 
vived. 

Cunningham said rescue 
crews would be working 
throughout the day trying 
to carefully remove the 
bodies.

However, upon observa¬ 
tions by two ROVs, rescue 
crews fear the fuselage may 
not stay intact, thus the de¬ 
cision was made to tiy to 
carefully remove bodies be¬ 
fore attempting to retrieve 
the wreckage. 

The downed Cougar heli¬ 
copter had been taking 
workers to offshore oil plat¬ 


forms — Hibernia and 
SeaRose — Thursday morn¬ 
ing when the pilot radioed 
he was turning back after 
he lost oil pressure in the 
helicopter’s gearbox. A 
short time later a mayday 
was received and the pilot 
indicated he was going to 
ditch the helicopter in the 
ocean. 

A Provincial Airlines 
flight preparing for an off¬ 
shore ice reconnaissance 
patrol was on scene within 
minutes, officials said. 

The Provincial pilot re¬ 
ported seeing the Sikorsky 
chopper floating upside 
down in the water. The heli¬ 
copter later sunk.

Bus driver rushes protest 

Driver pulls over vehicle to attack fake seal, witnesses say

A Metro Transit driver baf¬ 
fled anti-seal hunt 
protesters in Halifax Sat¬ 
urday, stopping his bus 
full of passengers to run 
across Spring Garden 
Road and club a fake seal 
in front of the Public Gar¬ 
dens, witnesses said. 

Jenny McLeod was on the 
No. 1 around noon. She said 
the driver had been grum¬ 
bling about Metro Transit’s 
run of bad press before 
pulling up across from the 
protest. “Something struck 
him,” she said, and he 
sprinted across the busy 
street to attack the stuffed 
animal. 

“Eveiyone was kind of 
laughing insecurely,” 
McLeod said. “It was hilari¬ 
ous, but also quite bizarre.” 

“I don’t think he support¬ 
ed our cause,” said one of 
the two dozen baffled pro¬ 
testers. Metro Transit could 
not be reached for com¬ 
ment, but an inspector was 
on the scene taking state¬ 
ments. 

A Metro Transit driver 
made news last week when 
it was reported he wouldn’t 


allow a Muslim woman 
wearing a niqab onboard. 

The activists Saturday 
were marking the Interna¬ 
tional Day of Action against 
the controversial seal 
hunts. 

“We’re here to remind 
the Canadian government 
there is a huge body of op¬ 
position to the commercial 
seal hunt in the very region 
the killing occurs,” said 
Bridget Curran, director of 
Atlantic Canadian Anti- 
Sealing Coalition. 

“It’s inhumane, it’s eco¬ 
logically irresponsible and 
it’s economically unneces¬ 
sary.” 

Curran regularly travels 
to the ice floes in Nova Sco¬ 
tia and Newfoundland to 
observe the hunt and plans 
to return this year. 

“Until Canada ends this 
brutal and shameful 
slaughter, I will continue to 
monitor the killing of seal 
pups to testify as to the cru¬ 
elty inherent in this so- 
called hunt,” she said. 

The fake seal was a molt¬ 
ed pup, Curran explained, 
showing the seal is about 
12 days old. 

“The second that seal be¬ 
gins to molt, it can legally 
be killed,” she said.

Province to pour 
$30M into roads

The province announced 
Friday it plans to pump 
$30 million more into 
highways, roads and 
bridges. 

The announcement 
comes days after Premier 
Rodney MacDonald un¬ 
veiled his new stimulus 
plan, which called for $1 
billion of new and old 
money spent on roads. 

But Friday’s announce¬ 
ment included the first 
specific details of how 
some of that money will be 
spent. 

The announcement en¬ 
compasses 22 projects that 
involve about 80 kilome¬ 
tres of roads. They include 
grading for twinning work 
on Highway 104 near New 
Glasgow, repaving in Sheet 
Harbour, Alma and 
Granton, and projects in 
Cape Breton, the Valley

year to about $100 million, 
according to the govern¬ 
ment. 


and Colchester County. 

“We are embarking on 
one of the most ambitious 
road improvement plans 
in our province’s history,” 
said Transportation and In¬ 
frastructure Renewal Min¬ 
ister Brooke Taylor. 

“This stimulus plan is al¬ 
lowing us to deliver much 
needed projects in every 
county across Nova Scotia, 
and we’re working hard to 
get tenders released so we 
can begin work as soon as 
the construction season 
starts.” 

The new funding consti¬ 
tutes a 60 per cent increase 
over last year.

Chanting “Stop the geno¬ 
cide/’ about 100 Sri 
Lankan-Canadians 
marched through Halifax 
Saturday, slamming Sri 
Lanka’s actions in the 
Tamil region of that coun¬ 
try. 


“The Sri Lankan govern¬ 
ment claims that it is en¬ 
gaged in a military battle 
with the Tamil Tigers 
through this offensive. 
What they are really doing 
is annihilating innocent 
Tamil civilians,” said David 
Poopalapillai, national 
spokesperson for the Cana¬ 
dian Tamil Congress. “The 
conditions of civilians 


trapped in the war zone 
are deplorable, as they 
have no access to basic ne¬ 


cessities such as shelter, 
food, clean water and med¬ 
icine.” 


The march was held to 
raise awareness and en¬ 
courage Canadians to write 
their MPs, pressing our 
government to push the 
Sri Lankan government to¬ 
ward peace. 

“We want this to stop. 
We want our government 
to use its good influences 
to stop this war,” 
Poopalapillai said. He 


added that the Sri Lankan 
government is using “war 
on terror” propaganda as 
cover for its actions. 

He said Tamils have been 
persecuted in Sri Lanka 
since independence in 
1948. The country has 
been dogged by civil war 
since the 1980s as the 
rebel Tamil Tigers clash 
with government forces.

Calls mount for public apology after 
couple allegedly barred from bus

transit Metro transit says 
it will “get to the bottom” 
of allegations that a bus 
driver harassed a Muslim 
couple last week. 

The Islamic Association 
of Nova Scotia was among 
the voices calling for a 
public apology after the 
driver allegedly refused to 
let the couple on the bus 
because the woman was 
wearing a head scarf. 

Eyewitness Sarah Wilbur 
told CBC Radio the couple 
tried to board the number 
17 bus on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing at the corner of Jubilee 
and Robie Street. But the 
driver allegedly refused to 
let them on and began 
yelling at the couple be¬ 
cause only the woman’s 
eyes were visible through 
the headdress.

“The bus driver was 
standing up, raising his 
voice,” Wilbur told CBC. 
“He was saying, ‘I’m not 
letting you on this bus. 
That’s the law, that’s the 
law,’ he kept repeating.” 

After about 10 minutes 
Wilbur said the driver 
agreed to call Metro Tran¬ 
sit for advice and then al¬ 
lowed the couple on board 
as he continued his route. 

On Friday Metro Transit 
released a statement that 
avoided any details of what 
happened, but said they 


were looking into it. 

“As you are aware, there 
has been an allegation 
made against a Metro Tran¬ 
sit bus driver. We take 
these allegations very seri¬ 
ously. The kind of behav¬ 
iour reported is not and 
will not be tolerated,” said 
Metro Transit general man¬ 
ager Patricia Soanes. 

Soanes said Metro Tran¬ 
sit is doing an internal in¬ 
vestigation and is conduct¬ 
ing interviews with the 
driver and witnesses. She 
also stressed that Metro 
Transit believes in foster¬ 
ing diversity. 

“If this situation has 
been described accurately 
— then it is most regret¬ 
table and we will get to the 
bottom of it,” said Soanes. 

“Appropriate action will 
be taken. In our organiza¬ 
tion, we hold people ac¬ 
countable for their behav¬ 
iours.”

People’s power 

New law grants land to poor of Bolivia 


Emboldened by a new left¬ 
ist constitution, Bolivian 
President Evo Morales Sat¬ 
urday handed over owner¬ 
ship of farmland seized by 
the state from wealthy es¬ 
tate holders to poor 
indigenous people. 

Morales handed out 
about 94,000 acres of 
lands recently confiscated 
from five big ranches in 
Bolivia’s wealthy eastern 
lowlands, a stronghold of 
his conservative political 
opponents. The ranchers 
have been accused of em¬ 


ploying workers in condi¬ 
tions of semi-slavery. 

“Private property will 
always be respected but 
we want people who are 
not interested in equality 
to change their thinking 
and focus more on coun¬ 
try than currency,” said 
Morales, flanked by mili¬ 
tary and police personnel. 

Among those who lost 
land was U.S. cattleman 
Ronald Larsen, who has 
emerged as a key oppo¬ 
nent of the Morales gov¬ 
ernment’s land reforms, 


which are designed to dis¬ 
tribute more of the na¬ 
tion’s riches to poor in¬ 
digenous peoples. 

Larsen and other ranch¬ 
ers who had threatened to 
block the handover of 
their lands can still ap¬ 
peal the expropriations 
before agrarian courts. 

An Aymara Indian and 
former leader of coca-leaf 
farmers, Morales is Bo¬ 
livia’s first indigenous 
president. He has gov¬ 
erned the nation for three 
years. reuters

grant shot and killed four 
people including his es¬ 
tranged wife before tak¬ 
ing his own life early yes¬ 
terday in Miami, police 
and local media said. 

A sergeant with the Mi¬ 
ami Police Department’s 
homicide division who de¬ 
clined to give his name 
said the man, wielding a 
semi-automatic handgun, 
shot his victims inside a 
house in the city’s Little 
Havana district shortly af¬ 
ter midnight. 

He then sped off in a 
pickup truck and turned 
the gun on himself at his 
home, which he had ap¬ 
parently set on fire, about 


three miles away. 

“It was domestic-relat¬ 
ed,” the sergeant said. 
“The wife left him and he 
tracked her down, unfor¬ 
tunately.” 

The sergeant declined 
to elaborate on the case, 
saying it was still under 
investigation. 

But the Miami Herald 
said victims of the shoot¬ 
er, who had moved to Mi¬ 
ami from Cuba about 10 
years ago, included his 
wife, her daughter and 
her mother. 

The daughter’s 

boyfriend was also killed 
in the shooting, according 
to the newspaper.

Not-guilty pleas

Be a model of waste management

Spring is coming. Or so I am 
hoping. 

There are signs of spring 
— returning robins, warm 
hands, hat-free hair, and 
piles of litter trapped in 
snow and ice ready to be 
freed. 

It has been almost 40 
years since litter cam¬ 
paigns like Woody’s the 
Owl — Give a Hoot and 
Don’t Pollute. Besides the 
aesthetic assault, litter is 
not great for a number of 
reasons. We waste valu¬ 
able time and money 
cleaning it up. 

And some litter is haz¬ 


ardous. Cigarette butts, for 
instance, are little pack¬ 
ages of chemicals that can 
leak into water. 

Batteries, electronics, au¬ 
tomobile parts, and glass 
are all examples of other 
hazardous litter. Litter can 
also create habitat for in¬ 
sects like mosquitoes and 
deter tourism. 

A recent survey by the 
Department Environment 
showed that littering is on 
the rise in Nova Scotia, up 
by 21 per cent since 2004. 

People are throwing out 
items such as cigarette 
butts and fast food items 
(cups, straws, wrappings). 

Stopping litter is a really 
easy choice to make com¬ 
pared to some of the more 
complex sustainability 
choices. 

Don’t do it. 

There is plenty of access 
to waste management 
services at home, work, 


and in the community. 

Why do people litter? I 
chock it up to personality 
types. 

There are the “chuclc- 
ers,” who don’t really care. 

They chuck from their 
vehicle windows, chuck 
while they are walking, 
from their boats, and drop 
that load of household 
waste off in the woods so 
they don’t have to pay the 
landfill fee. 

Then there is the “yawn¬ 
ers.” Normally they don’t 
litter but if a waste/recy¬ 
cling container is too full 
or if it is a little inconven¬ 
ient to pick something up, 
off it flies. Finally there is 
the “triers.” They tried but 
were foiled by active 
wildlife, pets, and other 
night bandits. 

How can we reduce lit¬ 
ter? Here are a few 
thoughts: Make litter valu¬ 
able. Let’s put a 5- or 10- 


cent deposit on the dispos¬ 
able coffee cup and make 
the reusable-mug discount 
higher. The deposit strate¬ 
gy has worked brilliantly 
for beverage containers. 

Peer pressure is always 
effective. Speak up when 
someone is littering and 
model good waste manage¬ 
ment practices in organiza¬ 
tions. I was very happy 
when movie theatres start¬ 
ed asking their customers 
to deposit their own 
waste/recycling/compost. 
Sending social messages 
like this reinforces posi¬ 
tive behaviour.

Canada’s deepening reces¬ 
sion claimed another 
83,000 jobs last month, 
pushing the 
unemployment rate up 
half a percentage point to 
7.7 per cent and offering 
more grim evidence that 
the global economic storm 
is bearing down with full 
force. 

On the heels of a mas¬ 
sive contraction of 129,000 
positions in January, Febru¬ 
ary marked the fourth 
straight month of employ¬ 
ment declines and brought 
total job losses to 295,000 
since October’s peak. The 
national jobless rate now 
stands almost two percent¬ 
age points higher than at 


the start of 2008, and is at 
its highest level since 2003. 
Forecasters expect it to 
continue rising rapidly, 
with economists at the 
Toronto Dominion Bank 
saying this week unem¬ 
ployment will hit 10 per 
cent by the end of the year. 

The unemployment re¬ 
port, along with other indi¬ 
cators, “are suggesting that 
the Canadian downturn is 
actually now accelerating 
at a more rapid pace than 


in the U.S., and that wasn’t 
supposed to happen,” said 
Derek Holt, vice-president 
of Scotia Capital Econom¬ 
ics. 

The losses were larger 
than economists had ex¬ 
pected, with Ontario once 
again bearing the brunt. 
The province shed 35,000 
jobs last month, mainly in 
construction and finance, 
insurance, real estate and 
leasing.

education Lost in the din of 
reaction to Premier Rodney 
MacDonald’s $1.9 billion 
stimulus package last week 
was the $24 million put 
aside to help laid-off work¬ 
ers retrain in new careers. 

Stu Gourley, senior execu¬ 
tive director at the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour and Work¬ 
force Development, says the 
funding is aimed at getting 
people back to work. 

“This money will be di¬ 
rected at individuals who 
are displaced, long-term un¬ 
employed, or at risk in the 
workplace,” he explains. “At 


risk” refers to people in vul¬ 
nerable industries like auto¬ 
motive manufacturing, he 
adds. 

Gourley says the focus 
will be on career paths that 
are likely to prosper. “We 
have to be aware of what 
the economy is going to be 
like in two years, not just to¬ 
day,” he explains. “There’s 
still a part of the economy 
that’s chugging along quite 
well and we can’t lose sight 
of that, even though we 
have a crisis on the other 
side of the coin.” 

Government support will 
come in the form of tuition 
assistance or indirectly, via 
events to help people pre¬ 
pare for the job hunt.

Movie monsters and 
beautiful people share an 
important thing — they 
both need talented make¬ 
up artists to help them 
look their best. 

With many people leav¬ 
ing their old careers in the 
struggling economy, some 
people are realizing they 
can turn their lipstick 
dreams and artistic imagi¬ 
nations into a lucrative ca¬ 
reer as a professional 
make-up artist. 

Pamela Earle, president 
and owner of the Complec- 
tions International Acade¬ 
my of Make-up Artistry in 
Toronto, says demand to 
get into the school hasn’t 
been this fervent since On¬ 
tario dropped the O.A.C. 
year from high schools, 
forcing two years’ worth 
of students to enter post¬ 
secondary education and 
the job market together. 

“We’re going to have a 
waiting list for the first 


time since the double-co¬ 
hort year — it’s very excit¬ 
ing,” Earle said. 

Unlike cosmetology 
schools, which focus on 
retail-level skills in things 
like nail care, skin care or 
hair removal, Complec- 
tions is solely centred on 
having students master 
make-up in all its artistic 
applications. 

At Complections, stu¬ 
dents don’t just learn to 
apply traditional fashion 
make-up — they build 
moustaches and beards 
from scratch, create terri¬ 
fying movie-monster pros¬ 
thetic masks and learn to 
transform an actor to look 
50 years older using make¬ 
up. 

The emphasis, Earle 
says, is to train students in 
a much wider range of 
make-up skills in demand 
across multiple industries, 
ensuring a better chance 
for employment and nur¬ 
turing career-building tal¬ 
ent. 

“We’re sort of an art 
school as well as a make¬ 


up school — it’s all about 
being creative and there is 
plenty of work out there,” 
Earle said. 

With primary programs 
ranging from 14 to 32 
weeks in length, students 
can stick to mastering the 
traditional fashion/glam¬ 
our make-up needed on 
runways, music videos and 
commercials around the 
world or opt to go the ex¬ 
tra mile and expand their 
skills to include make-up 
for film and television, stu¬ 
dio hairstyling, special ef¬ 
fects, prosthetics and even 
creature design. 

Dino Delio from the tele¬ 
vision show Cityline is 
one of the school’s most 
popular instructors, while 
the slowdown in the enter¬ 
tainment industry has 
meant the school benefits 
from more experienced 
guest instructors than ever 
before. 

On an average day you 
might catch a group of 
zombies with gaping head 
wounds heading out the

' e were 
asked to 
write an ar¬ 
ticle about 
eco-friendly 
clothing. Us? An article on 
fashion? One of us, not 
naming names, is lucky if 
his socks match when he 
goes to work. So rather 
than focusing on the vogue 
of eco-friendly, we thought 
we might talk about the 


fabrics of eco-friendly. 

The debate about eco- 
friendly fabrics is actually 
pretty ancient, and began 
quite accidentally when 
the first Stone Age comedi¬ 
an responded to a heckler 
with, “Hey, nice shirt! How 
many mammoths did you 
have to kill for that?” Since 
then, choice of fabric has 
reflected attitudes toward 
resources. Thankfully, we 
are now entering a time 
when the beaver hat is 
long forgotten and sustain¬ 
able fabrics are valued. 

We have seen many dif¬ 
ferent “sustainable” fab¬ 
rics, including those made 
from shredded pop bottles. 
Plastic fibres can actually 
make a pretty good, rugged 
substitute for fabrics like 
canvas, and is great for

things like backpacks. 
However, it wouldn’t make 
a great shirt. Bamboo and 
hemp fibres are also be¬ 
coming more popular, and 
make good fabrics for 
clothing. However, the dis¬ 
cussion around fabrics and 
eco-friendly fabrics really 
must centre around organ¬ 
ic cotton. 

In spite of growth in oth¬ 
er plant fibres, 
cotton still 
provides 
about 50 
per cent of 
all global 
fibre 

needs. Cot¬ 
ton is 

viewed as 

“natural” and, by 
many, preferable to 
synthetic fibres. How¬ 
ever, traditional cot¬ 
ton is actually one of 
the most environ¬ 
mentally-damaging 
agricultural products 
we grow, accounting 
for about 25 per of 
global insecticide 
use on about 2.5 per 
cent of cropland. 

Discussions of 
organic farming 


generally raise some am¬ 
bivalent feelings for us. 
While moving away from 
heavy reliance on pesti¬ 
cides and synthetic fertiliz¬ 
ers sounds good, it can lead 
to significant reductions in 
crop yield. Compensating 
for the lost production re¬ 
quires more land and car¬ 
ries opportunity costs in 
use of agricultural land for 
other crops. 

Organic cot- 

ton Pro¬ 



duction may reduce yield, 
and frequently does rela¬ 
tive to traditional cotton. 
However, a number of re¬ 
cent studies on organic cot¬ 
ton production have found 
that yield can be compara¬ 
ble. 

Typically, organic cotton 
uses animal manure as 
well as “green manure,” a 
cover crop that is later 
tilled into the soil. When 
this cover crop is 
a food crop, 
this added 
benefit 
can actu¬ 
ally im¬ 
prove the 
efficiency of 
land use. 
From a fi¬ 
nancial con¬ 
sideration, 

revenue from food 
production coupled 
with decreased expen¬ 
ditures on pesticides 
and increased premi-

urns for organic cotton can 
even compensate the grow¬ 
er for any reduced cotton 
production. 

Of course, nothing good 
comes without a price. 
Without the use of insecti¬ 
cides, a common practice is 
the use of natural preda¬ 
tors. In California, produc¬ 
tion of organic cotton may 
employ the release of 
green lacewing larvae, 
predaceous mites, and 
wasps to reduce the popu¬ 
lations of insects that dam¬ 
age cotton crops. This is 
probably the most damn¬ 
ing aspect of organic cot¬ 
ton. The release of preda¬ 
ceous insects may have se¬ 
rious unintended conse¬ 
quences for beneficial in¬ 
sects as well. 

While organic cotton 
may be better for the envi¬ 
ronment than traditional 
cotton, maybe it is time to 
become comfortable with 
being asked, “Hey buddy, 
how many nylons did you 
have to kill to make that 
shirt?”

Being a Canadian band is 
tough — long road trips, 
cold winters and immense 
competition can derail the 
most focused act, but 
throw in non-English vocals 
and the odds of making it 
are nearly impossible. 

But, francophone five- 
piece Malajube have defied 
the odds — their all-French 
debut Trompe L’oeil was 
nominated for three Junos 
in 2007, a Polaris Prize and 
they’ve toured extensively 
throughout the U.S., some¬ 
thing most Quebecois acts 
only dream of. 

“We had no hopes,” says 
drummer Francis Mineau, 
on the phone from Mon¬ 
treal. “We thought we’d 
maybe sell at least the first 
run of copies and tour in 


Quebec a bit. The success 
was overwhelming.” 

Now that the entire 
country is into the frenetic 
rock band, the group have 
to deal with the pressure 
that comes with following 
up a successful record. 
Luckily, their new effort, 
Labyrinthes, delivers an¬ 


other dose of high energy 
tunes, albeit with a few in¬ 
strumental jams thrown in 
the mix. 

Besides the amped-up 
tunes, the band continue to 
sing in their native tongue. 
That has some people ask¬ 
ing the band if, maybe, 
their next record will tackle 


the English language. No 
way, says Mineau. 

“We’re proud to sing in 
French,” says Mineau. “Plus, 
it’s the different language 
that sets us apart ... some 
people think if we sang in 
English we’d be more popu¬ 
lar, but the French thing 
has served us well.” 

You might think that be¬ 
ing one of the only Fran¬ 
cophone rock bands tra¬ 
versing English North 
America would put some 
added pressure on the 
group to represent their 
province. But while they’re 
definitely enjoying the at¬ 
tention, they can’t be re¬ 
sponsible for helping every 
French act looking for an¬ 
glophone attention. 

“I don’t feel the weight of 
other French bands on our 
shoulders,” he says. “If they 
don’t make it to the other 
side it’s not my fault.”

IV 2 tbsp (20 ml) olive oil

% tsp (4 ml) salt

en breast halves 
8 scallions 

2 large red peppers, seed¬

METHOD: 

1. Combine allspice, 
garlic, ginger, jalapeno, 
vinegar, brown sugar, oil, 
black pepper and salt in 
large bowl. Measure out 2 
tbsp (25 ml) of mixture 
and set aside. Add chicken 
to mixture remaining in 
bowl and turn to coat on 
all sides. Refrigerate 1 
hour. (Don’t leave chicken 


longer than 1 hour or gin¬ 
ger and vinegar will start 
to break down the fibre of 
chicken.) 

2. Trim scallions, leaving 
just a small portion of ten¬ 
der green. Cut each 
scallion into 3 pieces. 

3. Preheat broiler or grill 
to medium. On each of 8 
long skewers, alternately 
thread 3 pieces of scallion, 
4 pieces of pepper and 3 
pieces of pineapple. 

4. Lift chicken from mari¬ 
nade and place chicken on 
baking sheet or grill. 

Brush reserved 2 tbsp (25 
ml) spice mixture over 
skewers and place on bak¬ 
ing sheet or grill. Cook, 
turning chicken and skew¬ 
ers once, until chicken is 
cooked through and veg¬ 
etables are crisp-tender, 5 
to 10 minutes for skewers, 
10 to 15 minutes for chick¬ 
en.
